Eight men out gives 
SGA needed quorum

The Sludenl Government 
Associsuon met for the last month 
without having a majonty of the 
senators present. This left the few 
that did attend the meetings up the 
proverbial creek because no 
business could be officially 
conducied without a quomm* 

At Iasi week's SGA meeting, the 
senators present made a motion to 
allow the president, Vincent 
Mangum, to remove from the roll 
those senators who have four or 
more absences. This gave the group 
the quorum necessary to vote. 

Atxording to the SGA's by-laws, 
the Internal Affairs Committee is 
responsible for disciplining senators 
with excessive absences, not the 


president. 

After three absences the senator 
is required to go before the Internal 
Affairs Committee and provide a 
reason^le excuse for the absences. 
The committee decides to place the 
senator on probation or begin 
impeachment proceedings, which 

requires senate approval. 

The senate was unable to begin 

the impeachment process against 
anyone because one of the senators 
who had missed several meetings 
was Internal Affairs Chairperson 
Kurt PicketL 

Pickett, the only senator on the 
Committee, submitted his letter of 
resignattOTi last week. He had 
received complaints that he was not 
doing his job as chairperson.

Lecturer addresses educational leadership in 21st century

Educational leadership in the 
2ist Century was the topic of 
discussion at the first annual C. 
Donald Smith Memorial lecture in 
the UC Theater Tuesday, April 5. 
The keynote speaker was Dr. 
William £, Hulk university provost 
at Samford University in 
Binningham, Ala, Also speaking at 
the lecture was LSUS Chancellor 
John Darling and interim Provost 
Patricia T, Bates. 

The memorial lecture is a 
dedication to Smith, a professor of 
mathematics at LSUS who passed 
away Jan, 3. 

"To honor Donald is to honor 


our present faculty/ Bates said, 
will be dearly missed by 
faculty and students." 

Hull pointed out three areas to 
focus on for educational leadership 
in the 21st Cfentury, ^Tirsi we ^ 
facing a new future, I call it a 
paradigm shift a Greek word 
used to model and organize 
language. Our old ways of looking 
at reality will be changok" he said* 
''How do we face these changes at 
the college level? 

"Shreveport and Bossier City 
are at a crossroad. I recently read 
the Ed Mofrison repon and it called 
for sweeping changes in higher 
education/ Hull said. "How will 
LSUS contribute to this area?" 

Hull tied his first two points 


together with this third point by 
asking, "What kind of leadership 
will be able to lead in the face of 
aU these changes?" 

Hull said we are facing a new 
society* The computer will be 
interacting with the telephone as 
well as the television to create an 
information highway. Education is 
going to change from production 
to consumption. When we decide 
information is the most important 
resource, it will then become the 
gateway and politicians will be 
lining up to help be said. 

"1 predict that in 10 years 
politicians will be calling for 
national education reform/ Hull 
said. "It will be a lot like the battle 
over health care. Potiticians wiil 


Also Hull said that if we were 
to have a sustainable environment 
we must be willing to face 
restrajjit. 

"As our population runs 
upward we're having to learn how 
to put ecological responsibility 
into our educational curriculum/ 
he said. "To really be serious we 
must melt science, law, ethics and 
business together/ 

Another point made by Hull is 
that effective leadership must start 
coming from below. Educators 
must be just as concerned with 
what happens in the home, 
churches and neighborhoods as 
they are with the classroom. 

Bates, inmrim provost of LSUS 
and host of the lecture, said, "1 was 
very pleased with the response 


from the faculty and 
administrators. But I was a little 
disappointed with the turn out of 
the students/ 

The convocation will be an 
annual event with a lecture 
honoring an outstanding faculty 
member and underscoring the 
university's commitment to 
undergraduate education. The first 
lecture is in honor of Don Smith's 
lifetime achievements at LSUS," 
Bates said. 

Approximately 200 faculty, 
administrators, students and 
community leaders attended the 
memorial lecture. 
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National Writing Project puts teachers back in classroom

Remember elementary school? 
Remember how you used lo moan 
and complain for eons about even 
die unicst liulc bit of homework 
and then say someihing really 
stupid like "Gosh (insert name of 
teacher here), this isn't fair! 
Teachers never have to do 


home work f" 

You should be ashamed of 
yourself. 

Twenty years ago, a group of 
teachers in the California Bay area 
realized that students' writing skills 
seemed lo be worsening, Jim Gray, 
the founder and executive director 
of the Naiional Writing Project, 
decided that something had to be 
done to help students learn to be 


better writers, and thus the National 
Writing Project was formed. 

In their quest to educate 
students on the proper writing 
skills, the founders of the project 
uncovered a disturbing fact. 
Although universities presented 
education majors with numerous 
couises to help them leam to teach 
reading, there were virtually no 
classes available to help future 


teachers leam how to teach writing. 
While searching for a way to 
help youngsters develop better 
writing skills, the originators of 
the National Wridng Project found 
that through their interaction with 
one another, they had learned new 
ways to teach writing. 

The founders decided that their 
endeavor would not consist of 
lectures and seminars given by the 


so-called experts in the field of 
education, but of workshops given 
by and for teachers. 

Dr, Larry Anderson, professor 
of English, is the director of the 
National Writing Project here at 
LSUS* In 1989 Anderson and Dr, 
Barbara Decker, assistant dean of 
the College of Education,

Shreveport's answer to Steven 
Seagal exhibited self-defense 
techniques in the UC during a recent 
class break. Master Jay Vera, a 
sixth degree black belt in the aikido 
style popularized by Steven Seagal's 
movies, demonstrated defenses 
against grabs and lunges to the 
disgnmtlement of an LSUS student / 
Vera pupil who kept bouncing off 
the pracitce mats. Such landings 
seem unpleasant until compared 
with the alternative, resisting Vera's 
moves and listening to the 
resounding snap of an aim broken at 
the wrist or elbow (or both). 

The techniques which Vera 
teaches incorporate many different 
styles of the martial arts, such as 
Judo, penjak silat, and Chinese 
boxing. Emphasized styles include 
aikido, a defense that spares harm to 
your attacker, and jujitsu, another 
defensive style that counters after 
your attacker makes his move. 

These styles use leverage, 
timing, and weight, rather than sheer 
physical force, to disable an aitcker. 
This enables short, small-framed 
pt^sons to effectively defend against 
against attackers who are taller, 
younger, and stronger. Also, 
practice in aiki-jujitsu minimizes the 
high physical toll common to other 
martial arts, a toll which can 
devastate older yet enthusiastic, 
would-be martial artists, and prevent 
them from learning to defend 
themselves. 

For a more adventurous student, 
one interested in sparring. Master 


Vera offers courses in kajukenbo, a 
kicking style. For the ladies, he 
teaches specific techniques to use 
against mke aggressors. Of course, 
all students receive full instruction 
on how to get out of grabs, bear 
hugs, arm twists, headlocks, and 
even hair pulls. 

"So," you cynics ask, "what 
makes Master Jay Vera competent 
to teach?'* Although he opened his 
Jewclla Avenue dojo only three and 
a half years ago, he has taught for a 
total of 2$ years. Among his clients 
are law enforcement personnel 
raging from police, to marshalls, to 
the Drug Enforcement Agency. If 
that isn't enough, he grew up on the 
streets of Chicago, He makes no 
assumptions about an attacker's style 
or sense of fair play, and, therefore, 
teaches his students to defend 
themselves from a standing position, 
not from an assumed stance. 

As the bell rang and students left 
hb demonstration for class, Master 
Vera encouraged any students 
interested in self defense to 
overcome the iniimidating martial- 
aits image and observe one of his 
classes. Then, he fielded a question 
regarding the other demonsiraiors' 
black belts. 

"Ail of my students wear black 
belts," he answers. "They are all 
equal as students." 

He believes the delusions of 
grandeur common in other dojos 
lead to conflict between students, 
instead of fostering a community in 
which students help each other. 
Alas, no one volunteered to 
contradict him. 


Faculty senate parks lot woes, discusses summer salaries

The parking issue has been 
resolved at last, or ai least it has for 
faculty and staff. 

The Faculty Senate met 
Wednesday, March 23 with a full 
agenda and the coficrete question 
was finally answmd. 

Beginning in the fall, faculty 
will be assigned a numbeied space 
in the parking lot. Each fall new 
assignments will be made, so the 


positions may change tom year to 
year. 

Should an unaudmiz^ vehicle 
park in the space, a call U> campus 
security could possibly get the car 
"boottxl," ren^ring it immobile 
until the owner rectifies the 
situation. 

The only time it would be 
permissible f<H' faculty lo park in 
student spaces b if iheir space was 
occupied. 

Dr. Conway Link, preside! of 


the Faculty Senate, said that he 
assumes that more spaces will be 
available when the new library 
opens. This still did not appease 
some faculty who want to ensure 
themselves a space In front of their 
respective buildings. 

"We understand the need for 
more parking," said Dr. Gloria 
Raines, vice chancellor of student 
affairs. "Where faculty spaces were 
lakoi away, it will be resolved." 

The Senate looked at old 


business and voted to pass several 
motions. The first was a motion 
that admitiisiraiion promote the 
compression of a four-year into a 
three- year degree program, where 
applicable. This would require 
senate approval. 

The second motion that was 
passed stated that with appropriate 
approval, the administration 
consider possibly i lower micion or 
a oartial scholarshio for enteriiifi 


credentials. 

The Senate continued to 
consider the compensation for 
those teaching summer school and 
weekend college. Chaneellor John 
Darling said be was lobbying In 
Baton Rouge for faculty salary 
increases. He said there was a 
"high probability" that increases 
would be across the board.

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Former Congressional chiefs of staff debate Whitewater

The L5US Governmeni and 
Law Society sponsored a 
Whitewater debate between former 
Congressional Chiefs of Staff 
during the common hour Thursday, 
April 7. The majority of those in 
attendance were non-LSUS 
students. 

Unfortunately, they could have 
just as well stayed at home* The 
debate exhibited the height of 
partisanship. The first speaker. 
Rev. Billy McCormack, set the 
pace by spending much of his 
speech talking about Clinton's 
health care plan, annoying the 
Democratic attendees who joined 
in with their chorus, "this isnT 
about Whitewater." 


When the other speaker, Mr. 
Lou Gehrig Burnett, veered off 
coulee long enough to take cheap 
shots at Neil Bush and Oliver 
North, the Democratic choir 
erupted in cheers, apparently 
forgetting their earlier complainL 
Even the debate's tone lent itself 
to conflict rather than discussion. 
This was no academic argument. 
The speakers seemed intent on 
inciting their own die-hard 
supporters into a frenzy. They 
jabbed away at each other’s pany 
with offensive, provocative 
remarks. And, their attempts 
worked. The Democratic chorus 
was so inspired that it took every 
opportunity to join in the debate, 
although the speakers were still 
talking at the time. Later, when the 
audience was allowed to ask 


questions, both parties* members 
wanted to make speeches instead. 

Luckily, the actual speakers' 
speeches provided a thread of 
redemption with inieresting, 
insightful content 

McCormack, the Republican, 
had a list of suspicious activities 
surrounding Ointon that extend far 
beyond the ransacking of Vince 
Fester’s office after his suicide. The 
Worthen Bank, which had loaned 
money to the Clintons during the 
campaign, burned when the special 
prosecutor visited* 

Jerry Parks, whose security 
company provided guards for 
Clinton during his campaign, was 
shot ten times, His son told the 
London Telegraph that his father 
had a file documenting Clinton’s 
infidelity for six years. The file was 


stolen shortly before his father was 
killed. Lastly, a plane in which an 
Arkansas lawyer and an Arkansas 
dentist were going to meet a British 
reporter mysteriously crashed 
before reaching its d^lination. 

While not so foreboding, 
Burnett’s speech made several 
points about the way in which the 
Whitewater investigation is 
proceeding. Burnett stressed that 
most voters consider Whitewater 
ancient history and want Congress 
to concentrate on cunent issues.

Flowers, the voters obviously don‘^ 
care about their commander-in 
chiefs character. 

This argument leads us tc 
question why someone involved ir 
public service would blatantl) 
demean others involved in thf 
democratic process with such i 
statement. As a whole, the 
Whitewater debate makes us 
question our democratic process, h 
the leaders in our two-party sysicrr 
arc content to use grouj 
identification as the primar) 
emicemeni toward politics, wh) 
shouldn't we exp^t emotionaUsn 
to replace logic as the deierminan 
of appropriate social anc 
governmental action?

founded LSUS* National 
Writing Project, to the five years 
since the Project was established 
on the LSUS campus, it has 
conducted over 330 individual 
workshops in six parishes and has 
reached over 1,600 teacho^s. 

Anderson attributes the success 
of the National Writing Projea to 
the fact that it has been so well- 
received by the educational 
community. 

"During the school year, we 
talk to the schools and see what 


kinds of topics they'ie interested in 
and then put together workshops 
according to their needs," said 
Anderson, 

The National Writing project 
teaches educators to icach writing 
as a process and works with them 
at every stage of composttton, 
from brainstorming to revision. 
Bui, Anderson pointed out that 
perhaps the most rewarding pan of 
the process is the publication of 
the writing* Teachers who attend 
National Writing Project 
workshops Icam to showcase their 
students' work in ways that will 


encourage them to continue to 
write, perhaps by hanging work in 
the halls or by binding samples of 
the students' writings.

"1 don't want 10 be in a position 
where Fm not wanted," Pickett said. 

Vice president Kevin Eades 
urged Pickett to return 10 the 
position. 

These eight senators were 
removed from the senate in a effort 
to have a majority vote* The 
removal, though necessary, was 
untimely - action should have been 
taken befoie students lost an entire 
month of representation. 

The senator’s situaiion is not the 
only questionable move made by 
the SGA in the past few weeks. It is 
unclear whether the elections held 
this week were official. The 
constitution states elections are to 
be held in February, but the SGA 
said Mangum, decided it would 
better the involvemeni in the 
process to hold them later in the 
semester. 

Also, the temis of presidoit and 


vice president expired on the first 
Monday in April, according to the 
constitution. In both cases the 
cmistituUon needed to be amended , 
but too few people were in 
attendaiKe to vote* 

Although officially he was no 
longer president, Mangum sieM>ed 
in and ran the elections this week. 
Like other SGA-sponsored events, 
election publicity was limited* 
Flyers were pass^ out the week 
before voting and applications were 
being accepted after deadline. 
Again, these actions went against 
the constitution. Candidates are 
supposed to file their intent to run 
forms at least ten class days befene 
the election*

Noel library 
needs city funds 

With all the negative news that has plagued the Noel Memorial Library 
since its inception, it is a relief to see that the clouds may finally be lifting on 
the continually trouble-stricken project. 

LSUS administrators including library dean, Dr, Laufene Zaporozhetz, 
will go before the Shrevepon City Council April 25 lo propose that in 
exchange for storing the city archives at the new library* the city will give 
LSUS sorely needed funds in the neighborhood of $200,000. The monies 
would be used lo furnish rooms in the new library which is set to open this 
fall. 

The proposal is an excellent example of how everyeme is benefitted when 
a city and university work together. Not only would Shreveport have a 
permanent home for its archives, but LSUS would secure a portion of the 
funds needed to finance a facility which will serve a vital role in educating 
the future myors, business leaders, teachers and doctors of Shreveport. What 
an awesome rehun on a mere $200,000 that would be. 

This proposal is not the mastennind of LSUS alone. University officials 
and the city have been putting their heads together for two years to produce 
the resolution. While the involvement of city govemmeni in the planning of 
the propose doesn’t necessitate that the council will vote affirmaiivcly on it, 
it cenainly does give hope for a favorable vote. 

It also gives hope for librari^ in general. In leceni years it seems as if 
libraries arc beginning to be thought of as white elephants. Even the ^br^ 
of Congress has been slapped with budget cuts and been forced to cut its 
hours and its purchases. Public libraries acre^ Louisiana are open less and 
less and boast fewer and fewa^ new books. The public it seems no longer has 
time for books as it travels down the information highway laden with 
televisi<H) and computers. But apparently the city of Shreveport has not lost 
sight of the important function libraries serve and hopefully council members 
also have sight of this vision. 

It's time to get our priorities straighi and realize that without properly 
funding education, higher education and libraries, we are assuring America of 
a future generation which doesn't know the literary David Copperfield from 
the magician of the same itame. Of a generation which thinks Beethoven is a 
troublesome Saint Beroand. And of a generation which is woefully incapable 

of competing intellectually with its foreign counterparts. In essence we are 
setting ourselves up for even more poverty and crime because our young 
people don’t have the skills or education to do anything but overload the 
welfare system and overcrowd the jails. Yes, a library means that much. 

We strongly urge the city council to make a wise investmem in 
Shreveport's future and vote to house the city archives at Noel Memorial 
Library, The gains it wiO re^ in retuni will repay its $200,000 cost in Ic^ 
and bounds.

Employment seekers beware of job scams 


Don't gel conned by fast buck 
artists. Always approach job 
advertisements with caution until 
you can check out the legitimacy 
by getting answers to your 
questions. 

Recently, advertisements for 
jobs on cruise ships, stuffing 
envelopmenis, or in Alaskan 
fisheries have appeared in The 
Sentinel. These may be perfectly 
good ways to find jobs or they may 
be ways to uake money from you. 
Just because such ads appear in 
The Sentinel or any other 
newspaper does not mean that you 
will get a job or make the money 
that they claim that you can. 

One way to check these out is 
by asking good questions and 
really paying attention to the 
replies. For example, most 
legitimate employment agencies or

Disciplinary 
records should 
be open 

Why did Michelle Millhollon 
sue LSUS? Because LSUS is 
churning out some fine joumalists. 
Joumalisis who care enough about 
the truth of issues important to 
students to the extent of risking 
harsh criticism by fellow students 
and faculty. These are the kind of 
journalists who work on real student 
newspapers student newspapers 
that are not subject to control 
measures by a student publication 
board. 

Unlike educational records, 
disciplinary records are not 
protected by federal law. The 
Georgia State Supreme Court has 
made a distinction - it is not an 
unbeatable law. If the LSUS 
administration was concerned about 
the cc^t of going to court, it should 
have handed over the records and 
let the public know what 
disciplinary aaion was taken.

determine their hiring needs. 
Companies did not list specific 
openings with her, however. 

1 then asked about living and 
transponaiion expenses. Her 


answer was something to the effect 
that some of the companies would 
pay room, board and even 
transportation expenses. When 
asked what percentage of the 
companies picked up such 
expenses, however, she could not 
tdl me. 

Personally, this was enough to 
make me suspicious. 1 would not 
give them any money up front 
without some independent 
corroboration that the listings that 
the listings of companies and types 
of jobs that my $49.95 purchased 
was a worthwhile investment. 

Let me emphasize that this and 
other such employment agencies 
may be perfectly legitimate and a 
good source of employment in 
interesting places. 1 do urge caution 
by students to make as sure as 
possible that you get something of 


value for your money, however. 

I would welcome hearing from 
anyone who has had experience 
with these types of agencies, either 
good or bad. 1 will stan a lisung so 
that future students will know 
which offers are legitimate and 
which ones are not.

Weekday afternoons ai a uendy 
cafe. Wednesday and Friday 
evenings at one of Shreveport's 
finest restaurants. Weekends 
devoted to hanging out at a popular 
bar. Oh. and in between all of (he 
fraternizing, a few classes. 

Judging from this descripiion, 
Pat Holden doesn't seem that much 
different from any other college 
student, but seem is the operative 
word. 

Holden is a senior at LSUS 
majoring in quantitative 
management. Like his peers, he 
plans (o use the skills he is gaining 
at LSUS in the "real world."

Major League 2: a major league disappointment

Remember the first Major 


League? They released it in the 
middle of a spring film drought 
four years ago. It surprised many 
critics (including this one) by 


succeeding both as a drama and a 
comedy. Unfortunately, Major 
League 2 fails to match up in either 
category. 


It has humorous moments. 
However, the comedy in Major 
League 2 works from a prejudicial, 
rather than philosophical, 
perspective. Like the sequel, the 
first Major League featured a set of 
characters from definite 
backgrounds. Unlike the sequel, the 
first Major League's characters 
were more than just extensions of 
those backgrounds. 

Children's movies often appeal 
to the lowest common 
denominator. Invariably, ^heir 
characters include an athlete, a 
juvenile delinquent, a nerd, a fat 
kid, etc. Like children '$ movies, 
Major League appeals to the lowest 
common denominator by including 
a yuppie, an egomaniac, a Japanese 
outfielder and a rednecked country 
bumpkin as backup catcher. 

The screenwriter should have 
taken a lessrni from TV's Cheers, li 
oB^ered nothing more than cutting 
reparte between characters who 
were not much more than older 
versions of the requisite characters 
in most children's movies. Yet, its 
humor attracted both high-brow 
and low-brow audiences. Major 


League 2 sinks by aiming most of 
its humor at those whose keen wit 
matches that of an eggplant. 

It hits bottom by offering plots 
and characters that would make 
even the eggplant get up and walk 
out of the theater. Major League 2 
basically ditches Rene Russo, one 
of the fuier performances and more 
developed characters in the 
original. Replacing her as the key 
love interest is another character 
from the original. This one had 
only one line, only one screen 
appearance, and no more than 
seven words, but the screenwriter 
ai^sarently believed that she meant 
enough to the movie to bother 
bringing her back and making her 
one of the lead characters. 

A plot description would waste 
your time. If you've seen the 
original, you've seen the sequeL If 
nothing else alerts you to the low 
depths of comedy and so-called 
drama explored by Major League 
2, note Randy Quaid's presence. 
Then, remember his appear^ce in 
CaOdyshack 2, and how well that 
sequel compared to its original. 
You get the picture.
